Local Ex-Banker May Never Be Sentenced To Prison

Underwood of Columbus said 
Tuesday that two physicians 
have filed statem ents with the 
court, 
saying that imprison­ 
m ent m ight cause the former 
banker's death. 
Judge Underwood said that 
the court will appoint a third 
doctor to exam ine Reichelder- 
fer when he com es up for sen­ 


tencing, and check the findings 
of the other two physicians. 
R eichelderfer’s 
sentence 
de­ 
pends on the recommendation 
of this third doctor. 
The judge refused to make 
public the exact n a t u r e of 
R eichelderfer’s 
reported 
ill­ 
ness on the grounds t h a t it 
m ight cause 
em barrassm ent

gray-haired, 
bespec­ 
tacled m an.

m arked: 
"If you had s o m e t h i n g 
wrong with you, you wouldn’t 
want it put before the general 
public, would you?” 
Reichelderfer w as arraigned

ing false entries and em bezzle- 
ment. He was charged w i t h 
making a false entry of $1,600 
and em bezzling $1,600 on Feb. 
14. 1949, and with making an­ 
other false entry of $3,125 on 
Oct. 25, 1948. 
On June 22, the form er bank 
vice-president c h a n g e d his 
plea and admitted making the 
false entry on Feb. 14.

in jail, or both. 
If the conspiracy affects foods, 
the m inim um fine is $500 while 
the m axim um penalty 
is 
five 
years. Each d a y ’s violation con­ 
stitutes a separate offense. 
In addition, the attorney gen­ 
eral can invoke two other form s 
of relief if he finds a violation 
^ a s occurred. He can 
institute 
quo w arranto action in the state 
suprem e court to revoke a con­ 
cern ’s corporation ch arter or li- 
< enses, or he can enjoin them 
fr<>m 
charging 
the 
increased 
prices. 
Purchasers may institute ac­ 
tion to reclaim double dam ag­ 
es, plus legal expenses.

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WAR COSTS MORE 
DOLLARS are a 
useful yardstick, 
as 
long as it is remembered what they stand 
for. When that is overlooked, they become 
misleading That is why most Americans 
have been brought up short by the reliza- 
tion that the tens of billions of dollars that 
have been spent oft national defense have 
provided considerably less military poten­ 
tial than Americans expected. 
The fact seems to be that prices in the 
military realm have gone up even faster 
than civilian prices. In 1935, for instance, 
the keep of one soldier under peacetime 
conditions was S960 a year; now it is $2,- 
640. His starting pay was $21 a month then; 
it is up to $75 now. And fighting equipment 
has gone up even faster. 
A medium tank costs almost four times' 
as much as during World War IL An anti­ 
aircraft gun costs 30 times as 
much. 
A 
medium bomber costs seven 
times as 
much; pursuit aircraft cost 
more than 
three and one-half times as much. 
The over-all picture indicates that costs 
in general have just about quintupled. Dis­ 
regarding the keep of the soldiers them­ 
selves. it costs at least five times as much 
as it did in World War II to outfit an infan­ 
try division or an 
airborne 
division. 
It 
costs almost seven times as much for an 
armored division. The same number of dol­ 
lars, in short, will put less than one-fifth as 
many divisions in the field. 
These divisions, no doubt will have im­ 
proved weapons. But sheer manpower is 
still an important military consideration. 
The side with vastly superior manpower, 
moreover, is able to use infiltration and 
other guerrilla tactics, which go a long way 
toward neutralizing superiority in weapons. 
The United States is learning more about 
that and other things in Korea. 


One of the best things which has been 
heard lately about Americans is that, ac­ 
cording to the Columbia Broadcasting 
Company, the sessions of the United Na­ 
tions meetings at Lake Success have be­ 
come the most attractive program on tele­ 
vision, surpassing even baseball.

Huey Long once said that when Fascism 
came to the United States, it would be call­ 
ed by some other name, probably Democ­ 
racy. 
Huey Long was an unusually astute per­ 
son with a keen, an almost clairvoyant 
grasp of other men’s mentalities. This gave 
him power and caused him to be feared. No 
one feared the Kingfish more than Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt and the New Dealers. He 
saw through them with x-rav eyes. 
Huey Long undoubtedly had 
Fascistic 
ideas and recognized that the day would 
come when the United States would be a 
controlled state. He wanted to be the con­ 
troller. He experimented with Fascistic 
controls in the state of Louisiana and dis­ 
covered that greed, cupidity, class inter­ 
ests played into his hands. It was possible 
to buy men’s souls, not by bribes in actual 
cash but by giving them special consider­ 
ations and advantages. Harry Hopkins had 
the same concept and did the same thing 
on a larger scale. 
In fact, of the two men, Hopkins was the 
more cynical, for whereas the Kingfish was 
a little ashamed, Hopkins was as blatant 
as Mussolini and as shameless as Goeb­ 
bels. He was a man without hope of long 
life and therefore embittered 
against 
a 
world that had withheld from him, for too 
many years, the advantages which he felt 
belonged to a masterful person. When he 
became a master, he set out to control a 
nation by corrupting its spirit first by frag­ 
mentizing it into groups and then by mak­ 
ing each 
group 
increasingly 
dependent 
upon the government. 
Both Long and Hopkins died 
in their 
tracks, but Fascistic thinking has been 
continuous among our 
rulers 
since 
the 
KRA was attempted as a sharp move in 
the direction of a controlled society. The 
Depression and World War II gave a tre­ 
mendous impetus to this tendency, because 
the same dislocations which gave the Bol­ 
sheviks their chance in Russia, the Fasc­ 
ists their chance in Italy, the Nazis in Ger­ 
many, the Endeks in poland, the Falange 
in Spain, appeared in the lives of the Am­ 
erican people. « 
Fortunately, our traditions 
were 
still 
deeply rooted and Congress, with all its 
faults, became a stumbling block for the 
fascisticallv minded reformers, 
most of 
whom had falsely and malevolently chosen 
to call themselves liberals. It is interesting 
to note that whereas Republicans and real 
Democrats failed to grasp the 
essential 
character of this 
pseudo-liberalism, 
the 
Communists understood it, joined with it 
and sought to capture it. It was, in every 
instance, a pseudo-liberal who paved the 
way for Communist infiltration 
into the 
government of the United States. 
Liberalism became a catch-all phrase 
not to describe those who believed in the 
increase of the freedoms of the individual 
man, but rather as the label for those who 
accepted the thesis that the expansion of 
the power of the government would pro­ 
duce the greatest good for

considered as self-employed. 
If a person works for so m e­ 
one else and also owns his own 
business, he will receive credit 
for both the self-employment in­ 
come and the wages paid by the 
employer. The self-employment 
earning, however, will count only 
if they amount to $400 or more 
in a year. 
Earnings over $3,600 in any 
year will not count toward so­ 
cial security benefits. 
Regardless of the amount, the 


income cannot be 
counted 
to­ 
ward social security benefits if 
it is earned from self em ploy­ 
ment as a farm operator, physi­ 
cian, lawyer, dentist, osteopath, 
chiropractor, optometrist, natur­ 
opath, 
veterinarian, 
architect, 
certified public 
accountant, 
li­ 
censed or registered accountant, 
fulltime practicing 
accountant, 
Christian 
Science 
practitioner, 
professional engineer, or funer­ 
al director. 
If, however, the person is em ­ 
ployed by someone else in any 
of these professions the w ages 
will count for 
Social 
Security 
purposes. 
Earning from real estate will 
not count toward Social Security 
unless the earner is in the real 
' estate business. 
Income from 
personally-own­ 
ed stocks 
or 
bonds 
will 
not 
I count.

The weakness of the doctrine 
lies in the nature of American 
society. An 
authoritarian gov­ 
ernment can only exist under a 
rigid and accepted authority. In 
Soviet Russia, it is held 
t h a t 
Stalin is the greatest genius that 
ever lived, that he is infallible, 
and that his judgment on 
all 
questions is correct. Nobody in 
the United States believes that 
about Harry Truman, Leon Key- 
serling, Senator Taft or e v e n 
Senator Tydings. 
The assum p­ 
tion rather is that there is good 
and bad in all of them and that, 
being human, each will err, even 
as you and I. And while there is 
no hero worship, there is also no 
bitter hatred. 
That attitude does not produce 


an 
authoritarian 
government. 
Certainly, no such government 
can exist simultaneously with a 
Congress which listens attentive­ 
ly to the protests from 
b a c k 
home and votes down the Presi­ 
dent 
and 
his 
administrators 
when it wants to. 
The danger is that in time of 
war. when dislocations increase
